John Mansfield Revie, age 51, grain 
buyer for the Wheat Pool at Dimsdale, 
was found dead in his bed on the 
morning of October 20, by Alf Field, 
of the Northern elevator. Dr, Little 
of Grande Prairie was called and de- 
cided that death was caused by 
ptomaine poisoning.
